Jack M iner’s Love Message Brings 


Birds in Thousands to Sanctuary 


Geese Return to Him From Carolina to Ontario, He 
Tells Humane Association 


TORONTO, Oct. 9—Thousands of 
wild birds know Jack Miner’s voice 
and return to him yearly at his home 
in Kingsville, Ont., a haven of rest. 
Mr. Miner, once a hunter for profit, 
made this statement today at the 


forty-eighth annual convention of 
the American Humane Association. 


There were 12 of us in our family 
and a dollar bill looked like a horse 
blanket, so my eldest brother and I 
took to hunting fer thé market. We 
became expert shots, but we soon 
outgrew that practice. Market hunt- 
ing is not sport, but murder in the 
first degree. 

Mr. Miner then told this bit of his 

life history: 


I had positive proof that the wild- 
est of these creatures knew us as 
their deadly enemies. Finally the 
thought came to me that surely they 
would know a friend if they nad one. 
That love message is now a reality 
for I have thousands Of these feath- 
ered witnesses that actually know

my voice and at times will come 
down when I call them. 

I have learned a few notes of the 
wild goose language, so that you 
may blindfold me and I will tell 
you a small percentage of their ac- 
tions. I now have tags returned 
to me off the wild geese from North 
Carolina to Baffin Bay and 41 from 
Hudson’s Bay. I have tags returned 
from 33 different states and prov- 
inces, covering ‘an area of about 
2000 miles square, or 4,000,000 square 
miles. But about the most encour- 
aging fact I can give you is that 
fully 40 per cent of the birds I tag 
in the fall return to me the fol- 
lowing spring. 

It took me several years to get 
the birds coming, or in other words, 
it- took years to convince them that 
they really had a friend on earth. 
Finally a small bunch came. They 
apparentty told others until their lit- 
tle flock grew into a small cloud, In 
fact I have seen the wild geese rise 


through them, and their, honking 
could be heard for over a mile. 

The last six or seven years I have 
fed them, during March and April, 
from 1000 to 3200 bushels of corn 
each year. Thousands of people 
come to see them. These so-called 
wild birds know that ‘they are safe, 
and sit within 50 feet of the visitors. 

To see one of my pets return to me 
year after year for food and protec- 
tion after she had evidently shied 
out around and outwitt€d thousands 
.of hunters who are hid in the am- 
bush for her, and ta see the wild 
geese come home bleeding, and with 
legs broken, yes, and to even see 

them die in my presence, really, it 
gives me a personal taste of His

LONDON, Oct. 9 (G — The confer- 
ence of the Purliamentary Labor 
Party, begun yesterday just before 
the opening of the momentous House 
of Commons’ session, which resulted 
in the defeat of Great Britain’s first 
Labor Government, was continued to- 
day when it was.turned into some- 
thing which resembled a joy fest and 
an enthusiastic election campaign 
meeting. 

When the Attornéy- b 01 Sir 
Patrick Hastings, whose conduct of 
the Campbell sedition case furnished 
the immediate cause for the Liberal 
attack on the Labor Government, 
which resulted in Ramsay Mac- 
Donald’s reverse last night, arrived 
at the conference this forenoon, the 
delegates arose en masse, cheered 
for several minutes and sang, “The 
Red Flag,” with whole-hearted lusti- 
ness. 

The conference decided to aban- 
don, in the light of yesterday’s de- 
velopmients, the unimportant points 
in the agenda and to deal with the 
others as part of the election cam- 
paign, dissolution of Parliament hav- 
ing been consented to by the King. 

J. R. Clynes, Lord Privy Seal, told 
the meeting that Labor had cause to 
be proud of its Premier and never 
more than in this hour of defeat 
which would be the gateway to a 
greater ‘victory 

“Last night,” he asserted, “we 
could have saved our political. lives 
for a few weeks by suffering humili- 
ation, by submission, by traffic, or by |;

LONDON, Sept. 26—Ibn. Saud, 
Sultan of Nejd, had three powerful 
motives for invading the ‘ Hejaz:

Ibn Saud is the hereditary chief 


of the Wahabi, who may be described 
as the Puritans of the Moslem world, 
and who, ever since’ the Wahabi 


movement began in the eighteenth 
century, have been apt to press home 
their austere and rigid doctrines at 
the point of the sword. 

As is not unusual in such cases in 
the East, religious fervor is rein- 
forced by other considerations of a 
more practical order. Ibn Saud’s 
dominions in Central Arabia are 
none too well endowed by nature, 
nor have they any outlet to the sea. 
Ibn Saud not unnaturally looks 

toward the more favored lands in 
‘the neighborhood of the Red Sea, the 
Persian Gulf, and even the Mediter- 
‘ranean. Finally, there is the long- 
standing feud between Ibn Saud and 
the house of King Hussein. 

During the past two or three years 
Ibn Saud’s Wahabi have attacked 
all the Hashimite princes in turn, 
Apart from sporadic raids. on all 
three, Irak waw invaded in consider 
able force in 1922; and Britfsh troops 
had to intervene to expel the in- 
truders. A few weeks ago British 
troops had again to be called upon 
to defend Transjerdania from an 
incursion of-Wahabi, who penetrated 
uncomfortably close to the capital 
city of Amman. Repulsed in this 
direction, the Wahabi 
turned their arms against the 
Hejaz. Unlike his sons in Irak and 
Transjordania, King Husséin, who 
is an independent sovereign, has no 
British troops to fall back upon, and 
if he is left to his own resources, it 
is not at all certain whether he will

and wished to take more drastic 
steps. They took my delay in an- 
swering as’a sign of insincerity. 
The demand that I renounce my 
title and other honors is rather sur- 
prising in itself. Under the circum- 
stances, I thought it est to leave 
the letter unanswered: for awhile. 
At this there resulted an angry note 
of disquietude: among the radicals. 
At this juncture, the Secretary of 
the . House of Peers suggested that 
if they would meet me and talk 
matter over each side might 
the other better. 4 


The leaders of the Suiheisha were 
then invited to the home of Prince 
Tokugawa in the suburbs of Tokyo, 
where they were treated with equal- 
ity, being served tea and cakés; and 
seating themselves in the presence 
tof their host. When it is remem- 
bered that less than a half century 
ago such people would not have been 
admitted to the home of a “clean” 
pernon, or even allowed to speak, to 
him, it-is probable that the treatment 
accorded them was more effective 
than any verbal argument or appeal 
| in mollifying their antagonism to- 
‘ward Prince Tokugawa. 

Continuing his explanation of the 
incident, Prince Tokugawa said* 

I never had any ill feeling toward 
‘them. They were just human be- 
ings like the rest of us: I rather 
suspect they have a_ prejudice 
against the -rest ‘of their fellow- 
countrymen. They continue to live 
in secluded quarters, I understand, 
refusing to intermarry with others, - 
and still observing some of the old 
customs péculiar to their class. It 
is granted, of course, that the old- 
time prejudice against them. still 
exists among a large number of 
Japanese, but whether this preju- 
dice shall continue or die out de- 
pends largely upon their own con- 
duct. As long as they cleave to 
their old manner of living apart, 

the problem will remain unsolved.

N ELEPHANT can be 3 to

‘have a lump of sugar than almost 
anything else: Wild elephants will 
perform all sorts of difficult feats in 
order to obtain the sweet food that 
they love. 

Except for Ceylon, which is well 
stocked with all sorts of sweets, 
most. of the countries. where ele- 
phants live are not very generously 
provided with them, or they are so 
carefully hidden away that it takes 
dome contrivance to obtain them. 
One favorite food of the African ele- 
phant is the tender, juicy roots of the 
mimosa tree, which grows through 
the lowlands of central; Africa. 

When an elephant finds a young 
mimosa tree, itis easy for him to 
get at the roots, as the surrounding 
soil is usual) moist and loose be- 
cause of recent rainfalls. If the tree 
is loose, the elephant 
trunk firmly around the tree and 
pulls it up, as easily as a child 
plucks a flower! Then he turns it 
completely over, and stands it with 
its upper Branches thrust down into 
the place where the roots were. He 
can now easily reach the earthy 
roots, which are, to him, deliciously 
sweet. Travelers in Africa tell us 
of great tracts of country almost 
covered with these inverted trees. 

Sometimes an elephant finds a tree 
that is too wéll planted to come up so 
easily. Then he brings another ele- 
phant to help him, or he goes to work 
at it alone. He will not give up un- 
til he has succeeded in uprooting that 
tree! He uses his tusks as levers, 
and thrusts them, as if they were 
crowbars, deep under the roots. 


Even better than roots the elephant 
likes the fruits of several trees. In 
[the northern part of central Africa 
there grows an enormous tree whose 
fruit is, perhaps;.the favorite of. all 
foods to the elephant. But this tree 
is too tall and strong to be dealt with 
in any ordinary way. It would be 
impossible to uproot it. The fruit 
hangs far up on the topmost 
branches, a tempting sight to Mr. Ele- 
phant. To get this wished-for dainty 
must have cost a great deal of 
thought, but at last the difficulty was 
solved. 

Retreating to a distance the ele- 
phant charged the tree, with lowered 
head. The tree trembled and shook 
in every branch, and the juicy fruit, 
jarred from its lofty resting places, 
came rattling down in a great shower. 
This trick has become well known 
to elephants ever since the discovery 
was made by the first one. „

Current Events for Boys and Girls 


The League Peace Plan 
AST Friday, afternoon, Oct. 3, the 
fifth and most important Assem- 
bly of the League of Nations 
came to an end at Geneva. 

This assembly is felt to be the 
most important because it Ras suc- 
ceeded in drawing up a plan which 
should go a long way toward pre- 
venting future wars. This plan has 
been approved by the delegates of 
all the 47 nations represented at the 
assembly, and it will now be sub- 
mitted to all nations; who, whether 
members of the League or not, will 
be asked to sign it. It will not be- 
came effective until three of the four 
great powers (Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Japan) and 10 other member 
nations have. signed it. 

According to this plah, any nation 
which is attacked is promised the 
support of all the other nations sign- 
ing the agreement. This means that 
these nations will supply food, money, 
and raw materials to such a nation, 
and prevent it from being blockaded. 
This may be done by force, if neces- 
sary : 

Gas great difficulty was to decide 
on a definition for the “aggressor” 
nation, for in past ware it has some- 
times happened that each nation has 
charged the other with being the 
“aggressor.” It- was finally decided 
that any nation which refuses to sub- 
mit a dispute with another nation to 
arbitration is an “aggressor.” 
[t is very natural that France 
should be especially enthusiastic over 
this plan, since it will give her the 
feeling of- security she so sorely 
needs, and she is the ‘first of the 


agreement. It will be necessary for 
Great Britain to consult the domin- 
ions before doing so.

President Coolidge was born in 
Vermont, and had already held many 
public offices before he became Pres- 
ident on Aug. 2, 1923. He was Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts for two terms, 
and from 1921-1923, was Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

Gen. Charles Dawes lives in IIli- 
nois, and is a lawyer and banker of 
repute. He was made Brigadier-Gen- 
eral during the World War, and his 
name has lately been much to the 
fore in connection with the “Dawes 
Plan.” 

The Democratic candidates are: 
John W. Davis for President and 
Charles W. Bryan 205 Vice-Presi- 
dent. 

Mr. Davis comes trom West Vir- 
ginia and is known as one of the 
cleverest and most high-minded 
lawyers in the country. From 1918 
to 1921 he was Ambassador of the 
United States to the Court of St. 
James's. 


Mr. Bryan is Governor of Ne- 
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braska, and is the brother of Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan. He is the 
only one of the six candidates who 
is not a lawyer. 

The Progressive candidates are: 
Robert M. La Follette for President 
and Burton K. Wheeler for Vice- 
President. 

Senator La Follette formerly be- 
longed to the Republican Party but 
is now standing for a party which 
is not satisfled with either of the 
older parties. He has been Gov- 
ernor of Wisconsin for three terms, 
and since 1905 United States Sen- 
ator. 

Senator Wheeler was formerly a 
Democrat. He has been a member 
of the Montana House of Represen- 
tatives and is now United States 
Senator.

“The unſversity 
should be a school for all the people, 
for it had its origin in the patriotism 
and self-sacrifice of the founders of 
Texas .who intended it for the salva- 
tion and gldrification of the masses. 
It is up to the present generation to 
eee that its influence reaches the peo- 
ple and not a restricted few.“

Dr. Splawn is a native Texan. He

Donne and Herrick 


For the. writing of great poetry 
something more is needed than to be 
a poet and to have great occagions. 
Donne was a poet. . Almost every 
poem that he wrote is written on a 
genuine inspiration, a genuine per- 
sonal inspiration, but most of his 
poems seem to have been written be- 
fore that personal inspiration has 
had time to fuse itself with the poetic 
inspiration. ... Just as he drags 
into his verse words that have had 
no time to take colour from men’s 
association of them with beauty, so 
he puta his “naked thinking heart” 
into verse as if he were setting forth 
an argument. . Donne is too proud 
to abandon himself to his own in- 
spiration, to his inspiration as a 
poet; he would be something more 
than a voice for deeper yet speech- 
less powers; he would make poetry 
speak straight. Well, poetry will not 
speak straight, in the way Donne 
wished it to, and under the goading 
that his restless intellect gave it. 

He forgot beauty, preferring to it 
every form of truth, and beauty has 
revenged itself upon him, glittering 
miraculously out of many lines in 
which he wrote humbly, and leaving 
the darkness of a retreating shadow 
upon great spaces in which a con- 
fident intelléct was conscious of shin- 
ing. ... “The greatest wit, though 
not the best poet of our nation,” Dry- 
den called him; the greatest intellect, 
that is, which had expressed itself in 
poetry. Dryden himself was not 
always careful to distinguish be- 
tween what.material was fit and what 
unfit for verse; so that we can now 
enjoy his masterly prose with more 
oquable pleasure than his verse. But 
he saw clearly enough the distinc- 
tion in Donne between intellect and 
the poetical spirit; that fatal division 
of two forces, which, had they pulled 
together instead of apart, might 
have achieved a result wholly splen- 
did. Without a great intellért no 
man was ever a great poet, but to 
possess à great intellect is not even 
a first step in the direction of becom- 
ing a poet at all. 

Compare Donne, for instance, with 
Herrick. Herrick has little enough 
of the intellect, the passion, the 
welght and the miagnificence of 
Donne; but, setting out with so much 
less to carry, he certainly gets first 
ta the go „and partly by funning 
always in the right direction: The 
most Ifmited poet in the language, 
he is the surest. He knows the airs 
that weave themselves into songs, as

Americans. Those were 
the happy days,” one is 
tempted to exclaim, on 
seeing how . cheaply 

clothes es food and shelter, the necessaries 

and: even the luxuries of life, could be bought 
at that time. Feelings of regret that “those 


good old days” are gone and discontent with 


present conditions are widely aroused by these 
comparisons between then and now. Yet com- 
pensations can be found in such contempla- 
tion. Examination of the reasons for the differ- 
ences in costs may shed light on the problems 
of 1924 and suggest remedies for things that 
may be amiss. 
When one thinks with’ longing of a time 
when a coat, a steak or a dozen eggs cost a 
8 or a third, or a tenth of what they do 
ow, the countless differences between the 
world of 1824 and that of 1924 are in large 
measure overlooked. Then winding, narrow 
dirt roads connected the straggling towns and 
villages that made up the Nation just beginning 
to cut down its forests and dig its ditches. Now 
those “highways” are replaced by thousands 
on thousands of miles of steel tracks of the 
railways and more thousands of miles of smooth 
motor routes: Then thread and needle in human 
fingers slowly made a coat) Now machines do 
it with thousandfold more rapidity and vastly 
increased quantity. 
Then there were no skyscrapers in New York. 
Where those of Chicago now rise were marshes. 


On the prairies that then -were Iowa and. Ne-’ 


braska are cities with their complicated appli- 
ances of living and farmhouses with books and 
pianos and telephones in them. Then it took 
weeks for a letter to go from Boston to Buffalo. 
Now one talks across the continent by phone, 
or sitting in Portland, Me., listens by. radio to 
speeches and music in St. Paul or New Orleans. 
They dance now in Missouri to ukuleles played 
in Cleveland. 

The housewives of 1824 cooked mostly in 
brick ovens beside open fireplaces. Utensils 
they used were strong and lasting and artistic, 
but few. Now kitchens are supplied with gas 
and electric appliances without number. Then 
the washtub was supreme in its domain. Now 
enameled bath tubs are in millions of houses 
and apartments. It would take a good-sized 
library of books to record the immensely 
greater number of implements and conven- 
iences of everyday life with which civilization 
of 1924 is either aided or encumbered, accord- 
ing to one’s point of view. And the people of 
this day have to pay for all the things which 
they have, and demand, and use, but which 
their great-grandfathers and great-grand- 
mothers did not possess and, not knowing, did 


not crave. 


There were one or two millionaires in 
America in 1824. “Now there are hundreds, and 
their millions are counted by fifties-and hun- 
dreds instead of by ones and twos. There were 
a few towns where small industries were begin- 
ning to develop. Now there are Lowell and 
Fall River, Pittsburgh, Birmingham and Gary. 
In 1824 Americans had indulged in the luxury 
of few wars for which they had to pay. Now 
they have billions on billions of débts from old 
conflicts to carry and discharge and millions 
on millions of expense in preparing for pos- 
sible new warfare. 

Considering all these costs of life today that 
did not exist in 1824 — the vastly increased 
implements of existence, the great accumula- 
tions of wealth, the costs of war, for all of 
which everyone must pay some share—is it at 
all strange that a coat, or a steak, or an egg, 
or a roof costs a deal more in 1924 than it did 
in 1824? 

We demand the expensive things of present- 
day civilization. We will continue to do so, and 
probably call for more. 
rising costs to be kept within bounds? How 
is everybody“ going to get the wherewithal 
to pay for the necessaries hé must have and 
the luxuries he wants? How shall we make 
it reasonably certain that those who ought to 


be able to buy an egg in 2024 will be able to 


do so? 
Should thistnot be 8096 in part by a calm 
and fair examination to determine where huge 
wastes in our present methods of conducting 
industrial, commercial and international af- 
fairs can be prevented through the elimination 
Of conflict and the substitution of co-operation 
and fair play? Would it not aid in solving the

Today the residence and business sec- 
tion of that same city extends nearly five miles 
beyond what was then regarded as the stopping 
place. Properties both within and beyond 
the boundary which was theoretically: fixed 
have increased from 400 to 500 per cent, and 
those who buy now may possibly profit by 
their investment through the still greater 
advance. 

The city referred to has not grown as rapidly 
nor is it as large as some other American cities. 
The example is not an isolated one. A dozen 
cities in which the record has been duplicated 
or excelled might be named. Why should not 
the serious consideration of such facts cause 
those who are tempted, possibly by the hope 
of making a quicker and larger profit, to invest 
in questionable ventures, to hesitate? Those 
who complain because some designing pro- 
moter has deceived and impoverished them may 
well consider, in the future, the wisdom of 
placing their savings where, even if the promise 
of larger returns is not quite so alluring, there 
is reasonable assurance of at least the safe 
return of the money invested. 


On the last Suiiday of Septerhtier in several 
score places of China’s eighteen provinces, were

It could have happened nowhere 
else the world around: assuredly it was enlight- 
eningly characteristic of a people who, through 
the inbred habit -of long generations, concern 
themselves with their private affairs, but leave 
matters of public government to those whom 
a politically sophisticated West calls profes- 
sionals.” 

It is well that not even a considerable armed 
conflict, should check- China's fight with- the 
opium evil. What the poppy has done for the 
land is common knowledge. That it has driven 
out normal crops while itself impoverishing the 
soil is. the least of it. Prosperous men have 
been beggared, while steady workers have 
become confirmed idlers: Initiative has been 
destroyed and moral fiber sapped. Just how 
fearful the case had grown appears from the 
action which was taken by the Government at 
Peking twenty years ago.

yet Tsu-tze, of her own plan and under 
foreign pressure, decreed the end of o 
production and use’ A strikingly thorough 
start was made at once. Encouraging progress 
followed with the months, in decreased acreage 
allowed to poppy culture and lessening amounts 
allowed to smokers. In the unrestful period 
following the revolution there came a setback, 
yet with no official loosening of the bonds of 
law enforcement. It is, indeed, accurate to 
write that, up to the coming of the Great War, 
suppression of the evil was in a fair way of 
being effected. Then came that war—and soon 
all that had been so successfully accpmplished 
seemed completely lost. 

Today the situation is se utterly. bad that no 
single phrase properly pictures it. To the cul- 
tivators who used to grow the poppy, as their 
fathers had before them, came the military 
governers who, despairing of obtaining a pro 
rata share of the customs dues, encouraged 
renewed plantings as the sole means by which 
they could secure big money.“ In thousands 
of cases the farmer was willing to follow such 
a lead; if he hesitated, he was compelled. The

Thus the ground for attack, it appears, 18 
the claim that the amendment was never actu- 
ally ratifled by three-fourths of the states, as 
is required, or adopted by a two-thirds vote 
of both houses of Congress. The history of 
the amendment is interesting, if not actually 
romantic. Its adoption and ratification, pro- 
posed soon after the close of the Civil War, was 
accomplished, according to the proclamation of 
the Secretary of State of the United States, on 


March 30, 1870, after having been proposed 


by the Fortieth Congress on Feb. 27, 1869. The 
record shows that of all the states Tennessee 
alone refused to take action either approving 
or rejecting the amendment. It was rejected 
by the states of California, Delaware, Kentucky, 
Maryland and Oregon, and was declared ratified 
by the remaining thirty states. New York 
attempted, on Jan. 5, 1870, to rescind its pre- 
vious ratification, whereas New Jersey, after 
rejeeting it in 1870, voted its ratification in 
1871. It is upon this record that any future 
court decision must be based. 

After so many years the charge that a con- 
spiracy between the authors of the Fourteenth 
Amendment and the people.of several sections 
of the country to bring about its submission 
and ratification , will come as more or less of 
a surprise. It fs charged, perhaps as constitut- 
ing a part of this “conspiracy,” that at the 
time of the adoption of the resolution “culmin- 
ating in the alleged Article XIV,” eleven of the 
states “were deprived of their equal suffrage 
in the Senate;, that six states were by coercion 
forced to ratify it, and that Congress did, with- 
out power or authority; unlawfully declare said 


amendment to the Constitution adopted and a

The issue, properly presented, will demand 
consideration by the highest court of the land. 
But it would seem that any chance of upset- 
ting a fundamental of the law so long estab- 
lished must be remote, to say the least. 
Fifteenth Amendment, conforming to the let- 
ter and intent of the Foyrteenth, extends the 
right of suffrage to all those persons, without

The Function of the 3 Court 


To the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor: 


The decisions of the United States Supreme Court in 
the child-labor cases are among those cited by Senator 
La-Follette in support of his proposition for a constitu- 


tional amendment giving Congress power to validate by 
. repassage laws declared unconstitutional by that court. 


In view of this, and also of the proposed amendment to 
the Constitution to permit the enactment by Congress of 
child-labor legislation, which you have frequently dis- 
cussed in your columns, it may be of interest to your 
readers to know just what was decided in these cases. 

The federal Government, as is well known, is a gov- 
ernment of limited powers. 
enumerated in the federal Constitution and of those inci+ 
dental to the exercise of such enumerated powers. All 
other powers of government are expressly reserved td the 
states or to the people (Tenth Amendment). Within the 
range of its powers the federal Government is supreme, 
but it has no authofity beyond them. 

The power to regulate, or prohibit, child labor in the 
several states is among the powers not granted to the 
federal Government. It is, therefore, reserved to the 
states or to the people. But Congress attempted to do 
by indirection what it could not do directly. 

It first sought to regulate child labor throughout the 
country by prohibiting the shipment of the products 
thereof in interstate commerce, over which Congress has 
jurisdiction under the commerce clause of the Constitu- 
tion. After that law had been declared void, Congress 
again attempted a general regulation of child. labor by 
the imposition of excise taxes upon those who employed 
such labor except as prescribed in the act. This was also. 
declared unconstitutional. 

An intelligent reading of the opinions rendered when 
these laws were declared unconstitutional will show that 


they were not the result of an arbitrary exercise of will. 


on the part of certain individuals clothed with power,

group of highly trained specialists and were based upon. 
the language and purpose of the Constitution.
